President  Spencer  W.  Kimball 
presided  over  the  first  session  of  the 
155th  Annual  General  Conference  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints. 

“He  is  here  because  of  the  manifest 
power  of  the  Lord  and  his  presence 
stirs  within  us  a  great  appreciation  to 
.  the  Lord,”  said  President  Gordon  B. 
Hinckley,  second  counselor  in  the 
First  Presidency. 

Conducting  the  meeting,  President 
Hinckley  said  President  Kimball  cus¬ 
tomarily  meets  with  the  First  Pres¬ 
idency  and  the  Council  of  Twelve  in 
temple  meetings  and  no  action  is 
taken  without  his  approval. 

President  Marion  G.  Romney,  first 
counselor  in  the  First  Presidency  was 
not  in  attendance  because  of  “prob¬ 
lems  of  illness  and  age,”  said  Presi¬ 
dent  Hinckley. 

Members  of  the  Presiding  Bishop¬ 
ric  were  released  in  Saturday  morn¬ 
ing’s  session,  and  LDS  Church  mem¬ 
bers  sustained  ten  men  to  major  lead¬ 
ership  positions  within  the  church. 

Bishop  Victor  L.  Brown  was  re¬ 
leased  as  Presiding  Bishop  of  the 
church  and  appointed  as  a  member  of 
the  First  Quorum  of  Seventy.  He  will 
also  become  president  of  the  Salt 
Lake  City  Temple  on  June  1. 

Bishop  H.  Burke  Peterson,  first 
counselor  in  the  Presiding  Bishopric, 
was  released  and  appointed  a  member 
of  the  First  Quorum  of  Seventy  and  - 
called  as  president  of  the  Jordan  Riv¬ 
er  Temple. 

Bishop  J.  Richard  Clarke,  second 
counselor  in  the  Presiding  Bishopric, 
was  released  and  appointed  a  member 
of  the  First  Quorum  of  Seventy.  He 
will  become  president  of  the  South 
Africa  Cape  Town  Mission  on  July  1. 

Succeeding  Bishop  Brown  as  Pres¬ 
iding  Bishop  is  Elder  Robert  D. 
Hales,  who  had  been  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  First  Quorum  of 


Seventy.  Sustained  as  first  counselor 
in  the  Presiding  Bishopric  was  Elder 
Henry  B.  Eyring,  Church  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Education,  and  as  second 
counselor,  Elder  Glenn  L.  Pace,  man¬ 
aging  director  of  Welfare  Services  of 
the  Church. 

Elder  W.  Grant  Bangerter  was 
appointed  as  a  member  of  the  pres¬ 
idency  of  the  First  Quorum  of  Seven¬ 
ty,  and  appointed  as  members  of  the 
First  Quorum  of  Seventy  were  Elder 
Hans  Benjamin  Ringger,  Elder  Wal¬ 
do  Pratt  Call  Sr.,  and  Elder  Helio  da 
Rocha  Camargo. 

Opening  the  Morning  Session, 
President  Ezra  Taft  Benson  of  'the 
LDS  Council  of  Twelve  reminded  the 
saints  of  the  mission  of  the  church  — 
“to  preach  the  gospel  to  all  the  world. 
That  means  every  country,  national¬ 
ity,  and  people,”  he  said. 

While  membership  has  steadily  in¬ 
creased,  (over  two  million  during 
President  Kimball’s  administration) 
there  is  still  much  work  to  be  done. 

President  Benson  suggested  five 
ways  members  of  the  church  can  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  call  to  “bring  the  gospel 
to  all  mankind.” 

First,  saints  can  live  the  principles 
of  the  gospel.  “One  of  our  best  mis¬ 
sionary  tools  is  the  sterling  examples 
of  members  who  live  the  gospel.”  This 
is  what  is  meant  by  Zion  increasing  in 
beauty,  he  said.

Second,  parents  can  prepare  their 
sons  to  serve  missions.  We  need  mis¬ 
sionaries  who  have  been  trained  and 
carefully  indoctrinated  and  the  “home 
is  the  seedbed  for  the  preparation  of 
young  men,”  he  said. 

Contributing  to  the  missionary 
fund  was  the  third  area  of  active  mis¬ 
sionary  work.  “Most  of  the  elders  and 
sisters  in  foreign  lands,  do  not  have 
the  resources  to  support  them¬ 
selves,”  said  President  Benson. 

Introducing  the  missionaries  to 
friends  and  neighbors  and  serving  a 
mission  themselves  are  the  fourth  and 
fifth  ways  saints  can  share  in  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  missionary  work. 

In  his  own  pain  and  suffering  from 
cancer,  Elder  Bruce  R.  McConkie  of 
the  LDS  Council  of  Twelve  .spoke  of 
the  suffering  of  the  Savior  and  of  his 
glorious  resurrection. 


lay  pros¬ 
trate  upon  the  ground  as  the  pains 
and  agonies  of  an  infinite  burden 
caused  him  to  tremble  and  would  that 
he  might  not  drink  the  bitter  cup.” 

And  upon  such  incomprehensible 
suffering  in  the  garden,  Christ’  was 
made  to  carry  his  own  cross  until  he 
“collapsed  from  the  weight  and  pain 
and  mounting  agony  of  it  all,”  Elder 
McConkie  said. 

After  completing  the  Father’s  will, 
Christ  received  all  power  in  heaven 
and  earth  and  in  an  exalted  state  took 
up  his  body  and  arose  in  glorious  im- 


■  mortality,  crowning  the  atonement 
by  his  resurrection.  ' 

Elder  McConkie  said  the  atone¬ 
ment  of  Christ  is  the  most  basic  doc¬ 
trine  of  the  gospel  and  yet,  it  is  the 
least  understood.  He  counseled  mem¬ 
bers  to  “cast  aside  the  philosophies  of 
men,”  search  the  scriptures,  ponder 
and  pray  and  then  “in  Gethsemane  we 
„  will  see  the  Son  of  God  ransom  man 
.  .  .  and  before  an  empty  tomb  we  will 
come  to  know  that  Christ  our  Lord 
has  burst  the  bands  of  death.” 

With  tears  in  his  eyes,  Elder 
McConkie  bore  witness  of  the 
Savior’s  infinite  atonement  and  said, 
“in  a  coming  day  I  shall  feel  the  nail 
marks  in  his  hands  and  in  his  feet  and 
shall  wet  his  feet  with  my  tears.” 

Elder  Howard  W.  Hunter,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Council  of  Twelve,  linked 
the  Jewish  Passover  with  the  Christ¬ 
ian  observance  of  Easter. 

“The  Passover  in.  the  Old  Testa¬ 
ment  and  Easter  in  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  testify  of  the  great  gift  God  has 
given  and  of  the  sacrifice  that  was 
involved  in  its  bestowal,”  he  said. 

“Both  of  these  great  religious  com¬ 
memorations  declare  that  death 
would  ‘pass  oyer’  us  and  could  have  no 
permanent  power  upon  us,  and  that 
the  grave  would  have  no  victory,” 
Elder  Hunter  explained. 

In  keeping  with  nearly  1500  years 
of  tradition,  Christ  sat  down  with  His 
disciples  for  the  Passover  meal.  On 
this  occasion,  said  Elder  Hunter,  He 
took  unleavened  bread,  broke  it  into 
pieces,  and  gave  it  unto  His  Apostles 
along  with  wine. 

“Paul  said  of  it:  ‘For  as  often  as  ye 
eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye 
‘  do  shew  the  Lord’s  death  till  he  come.  ’ 

“In  this  simple  but  impressive  man¬ 
ner  the  Savior,  instituted  the  ordi¬ 
nance  now  known  as  the  sacrament  of 
the  Lord’s  Supper,”  Elder  Hunter 
said.  “This  is  the  majesty  of  the  atone¬ 
ment  and  resurrection,  not  just  a  pas- 
sover  from  death,  but  a  gift  of  eternal 
life  by  an  infinite  sacrifice.”

Junta  arrests 
supporters  of 
ex-president 

KHARTOUM,  Sudan 
(AP)  —  After  its 
weekend  coup,  the  new 
military  junta  began  dis- 
mantling  the  state 
security  apparatus  on 
Sunday  and  arresting 
supporters  of  deposed. 
President  Gaafar 
Nimeiri. 

Nimeiri,  considered 
one  of  the  United  States’ 
firmest  allies  in  Africa, 
remained  in  Cairo, 
capital  of  neighboring 
Egypt. 

Gen.  Adbul-Rahman 
M.H.  Swareddahab, 
who  announced 
Nimeiri’s  overthrow  on 
Saturday,  went  on  the 
air  to  announce  that  the 
army  would  take  over 
the  security  agency  and 
appropriate  its  weapons 
and  communications 
equipment. 

In  Washington,  State 
Department  spokesman 
Tom  Krajeski  said  U.S. 
charge  d'affaires  David 
Shinn  met  Swareddahab 
in  Khartoum  Sunday  at 
the  general’s  request. 

Demonstrators  mar¬ 
ched  on  the  headquar¬ 
ters  of  the  State  Secur¬ 


ity  Deparment  on  Sun¬ 
day  to  demand  its  li¬ 
quidation.

One  of  those  great  eternal  truths  which  the  gos¬ 
pel  anchors  to  a  sure  foundation  is  the  doctrine  of 
the  eternal  nature  of  the  family  unit,  said  Elder  L.

“We  recall  the 
words  of  Nephi  at  the  beginning  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon  as  he  said,  ‘I,  Nephi,  having  been  born  of 
goodly  parents.’ 

?  “What  a  blessing  it  would  be  to  have  it  said  of  all 
ifathers  and  mothers  that  they  were  goodly  parents, 
irighteous  parents,  active  parents,  faithful  parents, 
exemplary  parents,  celestial  parents,”  he  said.

Elder  Russeli  M.  Nelson  of  the  Council  of  Twelve 
spoke  of  the  heavy  death  tolls  of  wars,  and  com¬ 
pared  them  to  a  war  on  the  defenseless  and  the 
voiceless  —  the  war  of  abortion. 

More  than  55  million  abortions  were  reported  . 
worldwide  in  1974  alone,  said  Elder  Nelson.  “What 
sense  of  inconsistency  can  allow  people  to  grieve  for 
their  dead,  yet  be  calloused  to  this  baleful  war 
being  waged  on  life  at  the  time  of  its  silent  develop¬ 
ment?”  he  said. 

“More  attention  is  seemingly  focused  on  the  fate 
of  a  life  at  some  penitentiary’s  death  row  than  on  ; 
the  millions  totally  deprived  of  life’s  opportunity  , 
through  such  odious  carnage  before  birth,”  Elder  | 
Nelson  said  of  abortion.  j 

Where  modern  medical  care  is  available,  cir-  ■ 
cumstances  are  rare  in  which  the  continuation  of ; 
pregnancy  could  be  life-threatening  to  the  mother.  ; 
Less  than  three  percent  of  all  abortions  are  per¬ 
formed  for  reasons  of  rape  or  incest,  he  added. 

Elder  Nelson  told  the  experience  of  a  woman  who  , 
contracted  the  German  measles  during  her  first  i. 
trimester  of  pregnancy.  Many  advised  abortion, 
saying  the  baby  would  surely  be  damaged. 

Their  stake  president  counseled  them  not  to  ter¬ 
minate  the  life  of  the  baby  .  The  couple  followed  his 
advice  and  a  beautiful  girl  was  born,  normal  in 
every  respect  except  for  a  total  hearing  loss.  After 
an  evaluation  at  a  school  for  the  deaf,  continued 
Elder  Nelson,  the  couple  was  advised  that  this  child 
had  the  intellect  of  a  genius.  Now  she  attends  a 
major  university  on  a  scholarship,  and  is  described 
by  her  mother  as  “one  of  the  great  joys  of  my  life.” 

Elder  Nelson  said  many  in  developing  nations 
blame  their  lack  of  prosperity  on  overpopulation. 

The  scriptures  state  34  times  that  people  will  pros¬ 
per  in  the  land  only,  if  they  obey  the  commandments 
of  God.  -  . 


seen  the  resurrected  Lord.” 

Thomas  was  invited  to  “Reach  hither  thy  finger, 
and  behold  my  hands;  and  reach  hither  thy  hand, 
and  thrust  it  into  my  side:  and  be  not  faithless,  but 
believing”  (John  20:  25-29).

Evil  men  and  seducers  are  waxing  worse  and 
deceiving  many,  but  members  of  the  church  can 
“know  of  whom  thou  has  learned  them,”  thereby 
immunizing  themselves  against  these  evils,  said 
Elder  Boyd  K.  Packer,  a  member  of  the  LDS  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Twelve. 

The  gifts  of  the  building  up  of  the  church  are  not 
given  to  anyone  except  “one,  he  be  ordained  by 
some  one  who  has  the  authority;  and  two,  it  is 
known  to  the  church  that  he  has  authority  and  has 
been  regularly  ordained  by  the  heads  of  the 
church.”

“of  whom  thou  hast  learned  them.”  They  recog¬ 
nized  true  authority.  Hanging  on  whitewashed 
walls  in  their  tiny  chapel  were  three  pictures:  The 
president  of  the  church  and  his  two  counselors. 

“Claims  of  special  revelation  or  secret  authority 
from  the  Lord  or  from  the  brethren  are  false  on  the 
face  of  them’and  (are)  really  utter  nonsense,”  said 
Elder  Packer.  The  Lord  never  operates  this  way. 
“There  is  light  on  every  official  call  and  every  au¬ 
thorized  ordination.” 

Elder  John  Sonneberg,  a  member  of  the  First 
Quorum  of  Seventy  who  was  sustained  at  October’s 
General  Conference,  said  his  recent  calling  to  the 
Quorum  of  Seventy  has  changed  his  life.

Do  that  which  pleases  God ,  advises  President  Hinckley

As  a  young  boy  President  Kimball  made  up  his 
mind  to  try  to  do  that  which  would  please  Heavenly 
Father,  President  Gordon  B.  Hinckley  said  to  men 
at  the  Saturday  evening  Priesthood  Session. 

It  would  be  a  great  thing  if  we  could  all  take  that 
simple  resolution  President  Kimball  made  and  live 
by  it,  he  said.  In  doing  this  we  would  take  advan¬ 
tage  of  our  educational  opportunities,  keep  clean 
and  pure,  pay  the  “tithing  of  our  life”  by  serving  a 
mission  and  finish  our  education  when  we  return, 
along  with  obtaining  a  temple  marriage. 

Living  this  resolution,  husbands  would  stand 
side  by  side  with  their  wives  and  there  would  be  no 
abuse.  President  Hinckley  said  he  is  apalled  at  the 
amount  of  child  abuse  in  our  world  today. 

If  we  take  this  motto,  we  would  also  make  our 
communities  a  better  place  to  live  and  be  respon¬ 
sive  to  the  needs  of  God’s  kingdom  by  reaching  out 
to  both  non-members  and  members  alike. 

President  Ezra  Taft  Benson,  President  of  the 
LDS  Council  of  Twelve,  began  his  talk  on  mission¬ 
ary  work.  • 

President  Benson  outlined  four'  objectives  for 
young  Aaronic  Priesthood  bearers  in  anticipation  of 
serving  LDS  missions.  The  four  preparatory  mea¬ 
sures  are: 

—  Physical  preparation.  Good  physical  health 
comprises  abstension  from  damaging  substances  as 
outlined  in  the  Word  of  Wisdom  and  remaining 
morally  clean.  Emphasizing  the  latter,  President 
Benspn  admonished  young  men  to  “carefully  select 
your  reading  material,  the  movies  you  see,  and 
other  forms  of  entertainment  in  order  to  have  good 
thoughts,  rather  than  unwholesome  desires.” 

—  Mental  preparation.  Educational  discipline  is 
requisite  in  shoring  up  a  solid  foundation  to  meet 
study  demands  often  presented  to  LD,S  missionar¬ 
ies,  he  said. 

—  Social  preparation.  “You  must  get  along  with 
a  companion  who  is  with  you  24  hours  a  day,”  he 
said.  “One  of  the  greatest  assets  that  a  person  has 
in  life  is  the  ability  to  make  friends.” 

—  Spiritual  preparation.  President  Benson  said 
this  can  be  accomplished  by  obeying  the  Lord’s 
commandments,  praying  and  serving  others. 

Ignoring  the  advice  of  his  mission  president  to 
discontinue  street  meetings,  President  Benson  and 
his  companion  held'a  scheduled  meeting  in  an  area 
of  intense  anti-Mormon  sentiment  which  nearly 
proved  fatal.  A  mob  gathered  and  threatened  to 
throw  them  into  the  river  and  trample  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  under  their  feet. 

Helpless  against  the  crowd,  President  Benson 
was  confined  to  his  lodge  while  his  companion  had 
one  side  of  his  head  bashed.  “From  that  experience 
I  learned  always  to  follow  counsel,  and  that  lesson 
has  followed  me  all  the  days  of  my  life.” 

Elder  Marvin  J.  Ashton  of  the  LDS  Council  of

athletics  but  also  in  life. 

Twelve  urged  priesthood  members  to  set  goals  in 
their  daily  lives. 

Look  to  President  Spencer  W.  Kimball’s  example 
for  guidance  in  setting  goals,  he  said.  “I  hope  I  can 
encourage  all  of  us  to  look  to  his  life  for  inspiration 
as  we  set  our  goals.” 

Elder  Ashton  told  of  an  incident  that  portrayed 
the  love  that  President  Kimball  has  in  his  heart  for 
everyone. 

President  Kimball  wanted  to  visit  the  inmates 
incarcerated  in  the  Utah  State  Prison.  Elder 
Ashton  went  along  although  he  did  so  grudgingly, 
fearing  for  the  president’s  safety,  he  said. 

While  at  the  prison,  President  Kimball  met  with 
two  inmates,  who  had  been  convicted  of  murder  and 
manslaughter.  Speaking  to  these  two  hardened  cri¬ 
minals,  the  president  didn’t  say,  “Are  you  ashamed 
of  yourselves?  What  a  waste  for  you  to  be  in  such  a 


place  as  this?”  but  instead  asked  about  the  prison¬ 
ers’  families,  said  Elder  Ashton. 

“What  a  lesson  in  counseling,  interviewing  and 
kindness  was  being  taught  by  this  great  prophet,” 
Elder  Ashton  said.  “No  condemnation.  No  judging. 
Only  displaying  a  real  interest  in  the  person  and  his 
circumstances.” 

Elder  Ashton  also  said  that  family  differences 
and  neighborhood  problems  might  be  resolved  if 
members  follow  President  Kimball’s  example  and 
pray,  for  patience  and  forgiveness.  President  Kim¬ 
ball  doesn’t  pray  for  vengeance  or  retaliation,  just 
for  understanding  so  differences  can  be  resolved. 

Elder  Ashton  explained  that,  “A  man  of.  God 
knows  he  can’t  reach  goals  alone.  He  knows  that 
guidance  and  help  are  available  only  through 
prayer,”  he  said,  referring  to  President  Kimball.

Researcher  says 
alcoholics  suffer 
brain  damage 

WASHINGTON 
(AP)  —  Recovering 
alcoholics  suffer  some 
degree  of  brain  damage 
for  at  least  eight  months 
after  they  stop  drinking 
and  are  likely  to  incur 
even  more  damage  if 
they  resume  drinking, 
even  at'“socially  accept¬ 
able”  levels,  a  govern¬ 
ment  researchers  said 
Thursday. 

Michael  J.  Eckardt,  a 
researcher  with  the 
National  Institutes  of 
Health,  described  the 
results  at  a  science  press 
seminar  sponsored  by 
the  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Ser¬ 
vices. 

Eckardt  said  studies 
have  documented  dam¬ 
age  to  the  learning  and 
memory  functions  of 
alcoholics  that  lasts  at 
least  temporarily  after 
the  person  stops  drink¬ 
ing  and  that  can  be 
permanent. 

And,  in  an  answer  for 
those  who  believe  “mod¬ 
erate”  drinking  rather 
than  abstinence  can  be  a 
goal  for  alcoholics,  Eck¬ 
ardt  said  his  studies 
have  shown  greater  sus¬ 
ceptibility  to  alcohol- 
induced  brain  damage 
among  alcoholics.

Members  donate  millions  for  Africa

Millions  of  dollars  were  contributed  to  help  starv¬ 
ing  people  in  Africa  by  members  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latt'er-day  Saints,  said  President 
Gordon  B.  Hinckley  of  the  First  Presidency  in  the 
Sunday  Morning  Session  of  General  Conference. 

“Your  contributions  have  reached  the  sum  of 
$6,025,656,”  President  Hinckley  said.  “We  invited 
members  of  the  church  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada  to  observe  a  special  fast  day,  abstaining 
from  two  meals  and  giving  the  equivalent  value  or 
more,  to  aid  these  famine-stricken  people. 

“The  response  of  those  who  participated  has  been 
wonderful.  It  has  been  most  gratifying.  It  was  far 
more  generous  than  at  the  regular  monthly  fast,” 
he  said. 

In  order  for  the  funds  to  be  distributed  quickly 
and  effectively,  President  Hinckley  said  the  money 
was  handled  through  organizations  like  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Red  Cross,  Catholic  Relief  Services,  Africare 
and  CARE,  Inc. 

Some  people  have  criticized  the  church  for  ex¬ 
tending  aid  to  the  victims  of  the  policies  or  misman¬ 
agement  of  their  governments,  President  Hinckley 
said. 

“My  response  has  been  that  where  there  is  stark 
hunger,  regardless  of  the  cause,  I  will  not  let  poli¬ 
tical  considerations  dull  my  sense  of  mercy  or 
thwart  my  responsibility  to  the  sons  and  daughters 
of  God  wherever  they  may  be  or  whatever  their 
circumstances,”  he  said. 

Elder  David  B.  Haight  of  the  Council  of  Twelve 
gave  an  account  of  the  crucifixion  and  resurrection 
of  Jesus  Christ.

Jumbo  jets  nearly  hit 
each  other  on  runway 


MINNEAPOLIS  (AP)  —  A  “very 
rare  close  call”  in  which  two  jumbo 
jets  nearly  collided  at  Minneapolis-St. 
Paul  International  Airport  is  being  in¬ 
vestigated  by  federal  officials  for 
possible  air  traffic  controller  error 
and  hazards  from  a  snowstorm. 

After  being  cleared  for  takeoff  Sun¬ 
day,  the  pilot  of  a  Northwest  Airlines 
DC- 10  spotted  another  Northwest 
DC- 10  crossing  the  runway  in  front  of 
his  plane,  and  he  “gunned  it,”  raising 
his  plane  50  to  200  feet  over  the  other, 
officials  said. 

The  pilot  could  not  brake  because  of 


the  snow  on  the  runway.  More  than 
400  people -were  aboard  the  jets. 

“Basically,  we  had  a  near-collision 
on  the  runway.  We  are  investigating 
both  the  air  traffic  controllers  aspect 
as  well  as  the  snow  removal  aspect  at 
the  airport,”  James  Burnett,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  National  Transportation 
Safety  Board,  said. 

Burnett,  who  was  in  Minneapolis 
for  the  probe,  said  passengers 
apparently  did  not  realize  what  was 
happening. 

“There’s  been  no  complaint  from 
anybody,”  he  said.

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USFL  lost  in  shuffle; 
league's  outlook  grim

Two  weeks  ago,  it  was  the  NCAA  regional  bas¬ 
ketball  finals.  Last  weekend,  it  was  the  Final  Four. 
Sunday,  most  of  the  world  celebrated  Easter.  Next 
week,  we’ll  have  the  Masters  golf  tournament  and 
the  baseball  season  will  soon  be  under  way. 

Still  ahead  there  are  Mother’s  Day,  Memorial 
Day,  Father’s  Day  and  the  Fourth  of  July,  all  tradi¬ 
tional  spring  and  summertime  diversions. 

Does  anyone  remember  springtime  football  and 
the  United  States  Football  League? 

Besides  all  the  competition  from  the  calendar, 
the  USFL  has  other  problems.  It  is  busy  practicing 
frantic  CPR  on  its  Los  Angeles  franchise.  There  is 
the  struggling  gate  at  Denver.  Bouncing  checks 
created  by  an  Internal  Revenue  Service  lien  in  San 
Antonio  caused  a  brief  crisis  there.  And  there  al¬ 
ways  seems  to  be  an.  occasionally  recalcitrant  own¬ 
er  like  Tampa  Bay’s  John  Bassett  who  must  be 
disciplined. 

Other  than  that,  everything’s  just  fine. 

On  top  of  all  this  is  the  basic  fact  of  television  life 
—  that  viewing  audiences  go  down  as  the  weather 
improves,  particularly  on  Sunday  afternoons.  That 
is  not  a  good  condition  for  a  springtime  league 
trying  to  establish  itself  as  a  viable  entity  with  the 
networks. 

“It  creates  a  situation  where  ratings  are  declin¬ 
ing  as  we  get  closer  to  the  playoffs,”  said  Commis¬ 
sioner  Harry  Usher.  “It  should  be  the  opposite.  In 
my  opinion,  there’s  something  fundamentally 
wrong  with  a  league  that  declines  in  interest  as  you 
get  closer  to  the  climax  of  the  season.” 

What’s  wrong,  the  USFL  has  decided,  is,  quite 
simply,  the  season.  So  in  1986,  it  will  switch  to  the 
fall,  when  the  only  competition  will  come  from  the 
established  National  Football  League. 

“If  we  are  able  to  get  a  network  agreement  in  the 
fall,  in  due  course  the  value  to  advertisers  afid 
consumers  will  evolve  to  what  it  should  be  and  the 
league  will  sustain,”  Usher  said.  “I  can’t  give  any 
piece  of  evidence  that  it  will  be  a  sure-fire  winner.  I 
am  very  optimistic,  though.” 

That  optimism  cannot  come  from  two  sets  of  cur¬ 
rent  numbers  —  attendance  and  ratings.  Through 
six  weeks;  the  league  is  averaging  crowds  of 
26,749,  down  a  hefty  9.5  percent  from  last  year’s 
six-week  figure  of  29,581.  Through  five  weeks,  the 
TV  ratings  were  5.7  for  the  year,  down  from  7.3  a 
year  ago. 

What’s  more,  except  for  cable  agreements,  there 
is  no  network  contract  for  USFL  fall  football.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  College  presidents  £ 
worried  about  the  integrity  of  athletics,  and  nearly 
one-fourth  doubt  whether  they  have  the  authority 
to  ensure  sports  programs  are  run  honestly, 
according  to  an,  NCAA  survey. 

The  NCAA  Presidents’  Commission  said  it  will 
sponsor  resolutions  at  a  special  convention  in  June 
to  bring  athletic  budgets  under  college  presidents’ 
control  and  to  pyerhaul  the.  rules  for  policing  athle- 
tlcwioTafidhs! 

They  favor  distinguishing  between  “major”  and 
“secondary”  violations  and  spelling  out  specific 
penalties  for  violations.  They  also  want  to  give  the 
NCAA  enforcement  staff  the  power  to  impose 
penalties  for  secondary  violations,  subject  to 
appeal  to  the  NCAA  Committee  on  Infractions. 

In  addition,  thev  want  to  keen  restrictions  on 


rule-breaking  coaches  even  if  they  leave  the  cam¬ 
pus  where  the  violations  occurred  and  take  a  job  at 
another  school  belonging  to  the  National  Collegiate 
Athletic  Association. 

The  current  point-shaving  scandal  involving 
Tulane  University’s  basketball  team  has  focused 
renewed  attention  on  corruption  in  intercollegiate 
athletics.  Three  basketball  players  and  five  others 
were. indicted  for  sports  briben-  Thursday,  and  the 
president  of  the  New  Orleans  school  recommended 
the  sport  be  dropped. 

John  W.  Ryan,  president  of  Indiana  University 
and  chairman  of  the  NCAA  Presidents’  Commis¬ 
sion,  said  the  NCAA-sponsored  survey  of  college 
presidents  showed  the  depth  of  their  concerns  ab¬ 
out  athletics.

Transportation  Problem?

The  1985  major  league  baseball  season  begins 
today  with  the  spotlight  on  Cincinnati,  traditional 
site  of  the  National  League  opener  for  the  past 
century.  The  spotlight  surely  will  return  as  Pete 
Rose  nears  a  record  that  has  stood  for  more  than 
half  that  time. 

Rose,  player-manager  of  the  Reds,  is  poised  to 
break  the  all-time  record  of  4,191  hits  by  Ty  Cobb, 
who  ended  his  career  in  1928.  With  107  hits  last 
year,  Rose  now  has  4,097,  needing  95  to  break  the 
record. 

Rose,  who  turns  44  on  April  14,  has  a  dual  role, 
however,  and  he  says  he  aspires  first  to  the  same 
goal  as  his  25  other  managerial  counterparts  —  to 
win  a  pennant. 

“As  far  as  I’m  concerned,  the  record  will  fall,”  he 
says.  “It’s  just  a  matter  of  at-bats.  If  I  hit,  I  play. 
I’ve  always  been  able  to  put  the  team  ahead  of  the 
individual.”: 

The  Reds,  opening  the  National  League  season 
at  home  for  the  99th  time,  play  the  Montreal  Expos. 
Four  games  —  Cleveland  at  Detroit,  New  York  at 
Boston,  Texas  at  Baltimore  and  Toronto  at  Kansas 
City  —open  the  American  League  season  today. 
By  April  19,  all  26  clubs  will  have  opened  at  home. 


Cobb’s  record  is  one  of  several  milestones  that 
could  fall  during  the  season.  Tom  Seaver  is  within 
12  victories  of  the  300  career  mark;  Rod  CarCw 
needs  71- hits  to  reach  3,000,  and  Nolan  Ryan  and 
Steve  Carlton  continue  their  duel  for  the  all-time 
strikeout  lead.  Ryan  has  3,874  strikeouts,  Carlton 
3,872,  and  both  pitchers  could  pass  the  4,000  mark 
this  year. , 

Duels  of  a  less-individual  nature  are  developing 
in  baseball’s  four  divisions,  especially  in  the  Amer¬ 
ican  League  East.  The  Detroit  Tigers  won  35  of 
their  first  40  games  last  season  to  run  away  with  the 
division,  then  captured  the  World  Series,  in  five 
games  over  the  San  Diego  Padres,  winners  from 
NL  West. 

Considered  the  strongest  division  in  baseball, 
the  AL  East  will  be  tough  to  defend.  According  to 
different  accounts,  as  many  as  five  teams  —  De¬ 
troit,  Toronto,  Baltimore,  Bostonand  New  York — 
could  compete  for  the  title.  In  fact,  recent  prece¬ 
dent  indicates  the  Tigers  will  fail  in  their  defense, 
along  with  the  Padres  and  the  other  two  division 
winners,  Kansas  City  in  the  AL  West  and  Chicago 
in  the  NL  East.  In  the  past  three  years  no  division 
winner  has  repeated. 

Off  the  field  and  in  the  conference  rooms,  another

Submission  to  the  Lord  and  his  pur¬ 
poses  is  essential  for  the  development 
of  full  discipleship,  said  Elder  Neal  A. 
Maxwell,  a  member  of  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve. 

Elder  Maxwell  said  the  most  divine 
example  of  submission  was  that  of 
Jesus  Christ.  “The  wondrous.and  glo¬ 
rious  atonement  was  the  central  act  in 
all  of  human  history,”  said  Elder  Max¬ 
well.  “It  was  the  hinge  on  which  all 
else  that  finally  matters  turned.  But 
it  turned  upon  Jesus’  spiritual  sub¬ 
missiveness.” 

Elder  Maxwell  said  the  submissive 
soul  will  be  lead  aright,  enduring 
some  things  well  and  being  anxiously 
engaged  in  setting  other  things  right, 
while  discerning  between  the  two. 

“Spiritual  submissiveness  is  so 
much  more  than  bended  knee  or 
bowed  head,”  said  Elder  Maxwell. 
“Alas,  insofar  as  we  ‘mind  the  things 
of  the  flesh,’  we  simply  cannot  have 
the  ‘mind  of  Christ.’  ” 

Yielding  one’s  heart  to  God  signals 
the  last  stage  of  spiritual  develop¬ 
ment.  Elder  Maxwell  mentioned 


Enoch  and  Peter  as  examples  of  some 
who  had  heard  the  word  of  God  and 
immediately  sought  to  do  his  will. 

“If  we  truly  trust  God,  why  not 
yield  to  His  loving  omniscience?  After 
all,  He  knows  us  and  our  possibilities 
much  better  than  do  we.” 

Elder  Maxwell  said  while  most  suf¬ 
fering  is  self-inflicted,  some  is  caused 
and/or  permitted  by  God.  This  sober¬ 
ing  reality  calls  for  deep  submissive- 


Partaking  of  the  sacrament  consti¬ 
tutes  both  a  “declaration  of  candidacy 
for  exaltation”  and  a  statement  of  wil¬ 
lingness  to.  participate  in  the  sacred 
ordinances  of  the  temple,  said  Elder 
Dallin  H.  Oaks. 

Elder  Oaks,  a  member  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil  of  the  Twelve,  told  church  mem¬ 
bers  the  sacramental  covenant  of  tak¬ 
ing  the  name  of  Christ  upon  oneself 
goes 'beyond  the  “relatively  obvious” 
meanings. 

The  interpretation  of  the  ordinance 
as  a  renewal  of  baptismal  promises,  a 
public  profession  of  belief,  a  mark  of 
membership  in  Christ’s  church  and  a 
statement  of  willingness  to  do  the 
Lord’s  work  are  “familiar  meanings.” 

Beyond  those,  said  Elder  Oaks, 
taking  upon  oneself  the  name  of 


most  mature  member  of  the  church 
should  understand  and  ponder  as  he 
or  she  partakes  of  the  sacrament 

“It  is  significant  that ...  we  do  not 
witness  that  we  take  upon  us  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ  —  we  witness 
that  we  are  willing  to  do  so,”  Elder 
Oaks  said. 

Members  of  the  church  must  be 
willing  to  stand  as  a  witness  of  God  in 
all  places  and  be  exemplary  in  their 
conduct,  said  Elder  J.  Richard  Clarke 


Elder  Clarke,  formerly  second 
counselor  in  the  Presiding  Bishopric 
and  now  a  member  of-  the  First 
Quorum  of  Seventy,  said  those  with 
whom  members  of  the  church  associ¬ 
ate  are  constantly  being  watched  and 
they  should  act  as  if  someone  was 
doing  a  written  appraisal  of  their  ac¬ 
tions. 

“Most  damage  to  the  collective 
reputation  of  the  church  is  done  by 
those  members  who  want  to  straddle 
the  line,  with  one  foot  in  the  kingdom 
and  the  other  foot  in  spiritual  Baby¬ 
lon,”  said  Elder  Clarke.  He  added 
that  members  should  be  concerned 
and  aware  of  their  outward  appear¬ 
ances. 


“All  church  members  benefit  when 
one  of  us  is  honorable  and  righteous.” 
He  said  one  of  the  church’s  greatest 
needs  is  for  true  witnesses  and  mod¬ 
els  from  the  youth. 

Three  other  newly-called  general 
authorities  also  spoke  briefly.  Elder 
Hans  Benjamin  Ringger,  Elder  Wal¬ 
do  Pratt  Call  and  Elder  Helio  da 
Rocha  Camargo  —  all  appointed  to 
the  First  Quorum  of  Seventy  — ack¬ 
nowledged  their  new  callings  and 
bore  their  testimonies. 

Elder  Camargo  echoed  the  senti¬ 
ments  of  all  three  when  he  said,  “I 
know  the  Lord  will  use  my  weakness 
to  prove  his  ability.” 

That  Church  members  need  not 
feel  overwhelmed  in  any  calling  was 
the  message  of  Henry  B.Eyring,  first 
counselor  in  the  Presiding  Bishopric 
and  formerly  Church  Commissioner 
of  Education. 

“However  large  the  church  will 
grow,”  he  said,  “you  need  not  feel 
overwhelmed.  God  will  call  people  to 
teach  you  and  take  care  of  you.” 

Glenn  L.  Pace,  second  counselor  in 
the  Presiding  Bishopric  and  former 
managing  director  of  Welfare  Ser¬ 
vices,  said  he  felt  both  surprised  and 
challenged  by  his  new  calling.

The  settlement  provides  that  Col¬ 
umbia  will  reduce  the  wholesale  price 
it  now  charges  for  gas  from  the  cur¬ 
rent  $4.07  per  1,000  cubic  feet  to  $3.60 
and  keep  it  at  that  level  until  March  i 
31,  1987. _ 


The  rate  cut  will  effectively  reduce 
the  annual  home  heating  costs  of  coni 
sUmers  in  parts  of  New  York,  Penn-  I 
sylvania,  Ohio,  West  Virginia,  Virgi-  1 
nia,  New  Jersey,  Maryland,  Ken-  “ 
tucky  and  the  District  of  Columbia  an 
average  of  $25  to  $75  per  year. 

The  agreement  ends  four  years  of 
challenges  before  the  agency  and  in 
federal  court  over  Columbia’s  prac¬ 
tice  in  the  early  1980s  of  buying  high- 
priced  supplies  —  in  some  instances  -j 
from  its  own  affiliated  companies  — 
while  cutting  back  purchases  from 
producers  charging  less.

Temple  Square  guides 
teach  2  million  annually

Temple  Square  hosts  and  hostesses  greet  and 
e.thj 


teach  more  than  two  million  annual  visitors  to  the 
world-famous  Salt  Lake  City  Temple  and 
Tabernacle. 

There  are  currently  1,157  volunteer  hosts  and 
hostesses  at  Temple  Square,  some  who  are  full¬ 
time  missionaries,  according  to  .Marvin  Pugh, 
director  of  Temple  Square. 

Approximately  350  have  qualified  through  a 
training  program  to  give- tours  on  the  temple 
grounds  and  visitor  centers. 

German,  Spanish,  Japanese,  Chinese  and  19 
other  languages  are  spoken  by  various  tour  guides, 
he  said.  An  average  of  67  tours  are  given  daily. 

Although  LDS  General  Conferences  bring,  many 
people  to  Temple  Square,  fugh  said  the  Confer¬ 
ence  months  of  April  and  October  are  not  their 
biggest  months.  The  busiest  months  are  July  and 
August  when  many  people  are  vacationing  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  and  December  when  Temple  Square  is 
decorated  with  Christmas  lights. 

The  most  common  question  visitors  ask  while  at 
Temple  square  is  “Where’s  the  restrooms?”  accord¬ 
ing  to  Warren  Metcalf,  host  and  supervisor  at  Tem¬ 
ple  Square.  “Many  people  also  want  to  know  if 
we’re  Christians.” 

Margeret  Farnsworth,  hostess  and  trainer  at 
Temple  Square,  said  one  of  the  most  common  ques¬ 
tions  she  is  asked  is  where  the  Golden  Plates  are. 
Others  question  why  statues  of  Joseph  Smith  and 
the  angel  Moroni  are  on  Temple  Square  when  the 
I^DS  Church  teaches  against  worshipping  graven 
images,  she  said. 

Answering  questions  and  sharing  her  testimony 
of  the  gospel  is  what  Farnsworth  enjoys  most  about 
her  job.  Spiritual  experiences  occur  daily,  which 
makes  her  efforts  worthwhile,  she  s.aid. 

Farnsworth’s  favorite  experience  occurred  while 
she  gave  a  tour  last  summer.  Her  attention  was 
drawn  to  a  father  and  his  son  who  were  in  her  tour 
group.  As  she  began  to  talk  about  Old  Testament 


prophecies  of  Christ’s  birth,  the  father,  who  had 
appeared  bored  before,  suddenly  began  to  show 
interest. 

Farnsworth  testified  many  times  to  the  group, 
and  invited  them  to  watch  films  on  the  Book  .of 
Mormon,  Another  Testament  for  Jesus  Christ,  and 
LDS  temples.

300  interpreters 
translate  talks 
at  Conference

The  messages  of  General. Conference  were  re¬ 
ceived  by  millions  of  people  around  the  world 
through  the  efforts  of  300  interpreters  who  volun¬ 
tarily  translated  the  talks  into  26  foreign  lan¬ 
guages. 

A  translator  for  Spanish,  Leonor  Alvarez  of  Salt 
Lake  City,  said,  “The  interpretation  of  Conference 
is  to  communicate  the  intention,  mood,  and  feeling 
of  the  speaker  to  those  who  don’t  speak  English.” 

Bob  Smythe  of  Provo,  also  an  interpreter,  said 
the  purpose  of  the  interpreters  is  “to  convey  the 
words  of  the  Lord’s  servants  to  those  who  are  un¬ 
able  to  understand  them.” 

General  Conference  is  translated  by  nearly  300 
interpreters  into  26  languages,  including  Russian, 
Polish,  Cambodian  and  Greek,  according  to  Dan 
Belgique,  coordinator  for  the  interpreters. 

There  are  a  number  of  considerations  made  in 
determining  the  number  of  sessions  that  will  be 
translated  in  a  particular  language,  Belgique  said. 
The  first  consideration  is  the  number  of  available 
interpreters  and  the  number  of  translation  booths 
available.  The  languages  are  prioritized  according 
to  the  size  of  the  audience  speaking  each  language, 
Belgique  said.  The  priority  of  a  language  is  an  im¬ 
portant  factor  in  determining  how  many  sessions 
will  be  translated,  he  said.  The  number  of  trans¬ 
lators  on  a  language  team  is  also  considered. 

The  interpretations  are  received  by  those  speak¬ 
ing  foreign  languages  by  a  variey  of  means.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Director  of  the  Interpreters,  Eb  Davis, 
people  needing  interpretation  may  receive  it 
through  ear  phones  while  attending  the  session  in 
the  Tabernacle.  The  interpreters  interpret  from 
sound  proof  booths  in  the  basement  of  the  Taberna¬ 
cle.  Talks  that  have  been  previously  translated  are 
read  to  those  people  in  the  Tabernacle  who  are 
listening  on  earphones  during  the  talks. 

Satellite  interpretations  are  broadcast  to  Span¬ 
ish  and  French  speaking  audiences,  and  telephone 
broadcasts  are  sent  to  various  stake  centers  around 
the  world.  Large  overflow  groups  receive  broad¬ 
casts  with  synchronized  interpretations  in  auditor¬ 
iums  at  the  Visitor  Center  on  Temple  Square  and  at 
the  Salt  Palace  in  Salt  Lake  City  during  each  Con¬ 
ference  session. 

Recordings  made  in  various  languages  are  sent 
to  interested  groups  around  the  world  when  Con¬ 
ference  is  over.  Nearly  everyone  who  wants  to 
listen  to  Conference  has  some  type  of  access  to  it, 
Davis  said. 

A  translator  for  the  Italian  language,  Doug  Ros- 
borough  of  Salt  Lake  City  said,  “Hopefully  natives 
of  other  countries  will  receive  the  spirit  of  the 
speakers  by  hearing  it  in  their  own  languages.”
